A year of challenges 


m Boyne City superintendent Jim Cooper completes 
first year, looks ahead to bright future 


Boyne City schools superintendent Jim Cooper is-a 
man that appreciates a challenge. And to say that tak- 
ing over the district's operations in the fall of 2001 was 
a challenge would likely be an understatement. With 
budget dilemmas, declining enrollment, a major con- 
struction project, and trust and communication issues 
at a turning point in the district, on.top of regular every- 
day operations, the superintendency was not a job for 
the faint-hearted. 

Looking back now, a year later, having moved from 
interim to official superintendent with a three-year con- 
tract, Cooper can say that he’s climbed some of those 
hills, and has helped facilitate progress. And in fact, 
though a year ago many in the community couldn’t 
imagine who would want to take on such a job, Cooper 
said that, from his perspective, things weren't as bad as 
they could have been. “There were some very positive 
things going ‘on when I came here,” Cooper said. “It’s 
not like I was walking into a failing district. [The dis- 
trict] had some concerns and needed leadership.” 

Finding the board at the. time to be “very supportive” 
and an “excellent” staff in place, Cooper decided at the 
time that he was “willing to-say ‘I can do this.”” 

Though at the time he was an interim, having taken 
over after the district bought out previous superinten- 
dent Dana Compton’s contract to give the district time 
to conduct a proper superintendent search, Cooper never 
treated his job as though it were temporary. He stipu- 


lated, he said, that the position be for a year, rather than . 


on.a month-to-month basis.. “In my opinion I was the 
“ superintendent... Even though it was only-for a year, I 


had to treat it [like it was permanent] to be successful.” 

In reality though, Cooper came to the district as a re- 
tired superintendent, having last served the Harbor 
Springs school district and most recently employed with 
a company that supplies furnishings to schools, with the 
intention of just staying for a year. In February of this 
year, however, after a successful first six months and an 
exceptional review, the Boyne City School Board asked 
Cooper to stay on. He accepted, but the offer was put on 
hold when it became clear that state legislation may not 
allow a retired superintendent to return to work without 
compromising his retirement. Committed to ride out the 
situation, the board and Cooper held tight while legisla- 
tors straightened things out, eventually clearing Cooper 
to sign on for up to three years with the district. . 

Last month, the board finalized a three-year contract 
with Cooper for the position. 

After a rocky year of superintendent/board/ public Te- 
lations from 2000-2001, one of the main goals Cooper 
had when he first took over was to establish some con- 
sistency; and with that, trust. Part of that was the deci- 
sion to make the interim position a year-long one. “It 
was important for the staff to know that someone is go- 
ing to be there all year,” Cooper said. Developing staff 
relationships topped his list, along with working with 
the board to define roles. “There’s a fine line sometimes, 
and the superintendent and board-have to be careful in 
not stepping over that,” Cooper said, adding that the is- 
sue was discussed in detail with the board. “If that piece 
had not been discussed, I wouldn’t have accepted Tthe 
job]. i:

providing information to anyone who 
has questions or concerns, “We've 
had a good response overall.” said 
East Jordan schools superintendent 
Chip Hansen.

Four new funds have been estab- 
lished at the Charlevoix County Com- 
munity Foundation this summer— 
each of them targeted to benefit the 
East Jordan area and its residents. 

* The Norman and Genevieve 
Bartlett Scholarship Fund will pro- 
Vide an annual scholarship to an East 
Jordan graduate who plans to study 
engineering at either Michigan Tech 
or Lake Superior State University. 
Scholarship recipients will be chosen 
on the basis of their academic perfor- 
mance, participation in extracurricu- 
lar activities, community 
volunteerism, and financial need. The 
fund was established by the Bartlett 
family to honor Norm and Genevieve, 
lifelong residents of East Jordan, 
when Norm died in March at the age 
of 92.

BC Commission grants 
six-month extension to 


city manager’s contract 


The Boyne City City Commission voted last week to extend city man- 
ager Eric Strahl’s contract by six months. The decision came after 
Strahl’s annual review by the board, and was announced at the regular 
meeting of the city commission on Tuesday, Aug. 13. 


Strahl’s contract will be reviewed again at the conclusion of six months. 

According to Boyne City mayor Eleanor Stackus, the decision to ex- 
tend the contract for six months rather than a year or two was made 
simply at the discretion of the commission. 

“Every commission works different,” Stackus said. “Some do six 
months, or two years, or five years. The [Boyne City] Commission 


went for a six-month period.” 


Strahl has been employed with the city since the summer of 1997, 
replacing longtime city manager Randy Erykberg. 

Strahl was hired away from a city managership in Berea, Ky., a com- 
munity of 10,500 residents, where he served for five years.

a Facility Review Committee, ad- 
dresses just that. 

The proposed plans include im- 
provements at all three existing 
school buildings, including new 
classrooms, infrastructure improve- 
ments, site improvements, and more. 
What are perhaps the most dramatic 
improvements are planned at the high 
school, with the addition of new art, 
photography, and graphic design 
classrooms, a new band room, and a 
new, 500-seat auditorium for commu- 
nity and school use. 

Asking for the community to ap- 


prove a total amount of $7,920,000, 
the district is proposing a debt retire- 
ment tax levy of 4.14 mills, an in- 
crease of .99 mills over the current 
levy. 

The current debt retirement levy is 
3.15 mills, which is paying off the 
1977 and 1995 school bonds. The 
1977 bond will be retired in 2003, and 
the 1995 bond will be retired in 2011. 

If passed, the additional .99 mills 
proposed in the bond will be applied 
to the taxable value of homestead and 
non-homestead property. For a home 
with a market value of $80,000 and a 
taxable value of $40,000, the millage 
would mean an additional cost of 


$39.60 per year, or $3.30 per month. 

Plans for the individual buildings 
are available for inspection at the 
superintendent's office, and informa- 
tion on the bond proposal will be 
available at each of the open houses 
slated for parents on Wednesday, Aug. 
28, at the elementary, middle and high 
schools, from 6-8 p.m. Anyone with 
questions is also encouraged to call 
Hansen at 536-3131 or stop by the 
superintendent's office for more in- 
formation. “Call me or stop in, abso- 
lutely,”” Hansen said, adding that he 
or other staff will be happy to pro- 
vide tours of the current facilities as 
well as answer questions.

The product line over the years has been varied 
ranging from auto-pilot components to complete 
cockpit display inswuments. The plant has designed 
and fabricated sensor devices, and cockpit displays

From 1952 to 1978 the plant changed ownership 
several times going from Model Engineering and 
Manufacturing Company (Memcor) to Ling-Temco-

“The process Started from day one,” 
Cooper said of the task of revamping 
the budget in light of less-than-en- 
couraging enrollment numbers, “ 
knew they had passed a deficit bud- 
get the year before and the fund eq- 
uity had begun to dwindle.” 

Knowing this, his task became one 
of finding ways to trim the fat while 
impacting academics as little as pos- 
sible. The three- versus four-build- 
ing configuration issue was a major 
piece of the puzzle, being both a po- 
litical issue as well as a “huge finan- 
cial issue.” 

Staff realignments were also key, 
with several positions being re- 
vamped and streamlined so as to be 
both practical and cost-effective. The 
truth is, Cooper said, “we were over- 
staffed in some areas.” Other, less- 
permanent changes include reassign- 
ing positions, such as the athletic di- 
rectorship, as part-time positions paid 
as stipends. For example, revamping 
grounds maintenance manager Kirk 
Kujawski’s position to include all as- 
pects of grounds issues management 
allowed the district to also tap 
Kujawski as the athletic director for 
the year, a position for which he will 
be paid a stipend. Instead of a single, 
separate student success coordinator, 
the high schoo] will now employ two 
student success advisors, funded out 
of at-risk funding rather than the gen- 
eral fund. Such creative solutions 
were necessary, according to Cooper, 
to present a viable budget, but are by 
no means considered permanent 
changes. While he considers the ar- 
rangements quite workable for now, 
Cooper knows that this is something 
that will need to be revisited as the 
budget for the 2003-04 school year is 
prepared.

Though a few months back the decision to utilize a three-building con- 
figuration in the Boyne City School District, rather than the four-building 
plan originally approved in the bond proposal, was a topic of hot debate, 
so far, the decision has proved a sound one in the eyes of schools superin- 
tendent Jim Cooper. The building in question, previously utilized as the 
middle school, has tenants in place and will continue to be under the 
ownership of the district indefinitely. 

Located on Main Street in the downtown area, the building has re- 
cently become the home of the district’s administrative offices, leaving 
more room at what is now the middfe school (the former high school) for 
classroom space. Additionally, the former middle school, now known 
unofficially as the early childhood education building, houses ‘several 
programs including Be Four and Char-Em early childhood programs on 
the ground floor. Upstairs, the Title IX program, also known as Indian 
. Education, maintains office space. For the future, according to Cooper, 
Head Start, FIA, and other county programs have shown a serious inter- 
est in renting space for various needs, and the kitchen can be used as 
additional work space for the high school’s new hospitality program. 

All in all, Cooper said, the configuration has worked out fine. 

The goal in keeping the building viable was to meet the financial needs 
of the building without putting further stress on the district’s budget. With 
the programs currently in place, Cooper said, “we were able to meet that 


In fact, he added, Char-Em has written and received some grants for 
the programs they’ve put in place, resulting in improvements and up- 
grades made without tapping into the district’s pocketbook. 

“Because of the partnerships,” Cooper said, “‘we’re making improve- 
ments in this building, stuff we would have had to do, while saving the

“We’ ll have to watch it.” Though the 
district’s financial woes were very 
public throughout the last year, Coo- 
per also emphasizes that “we weren’t 
the only district going through finan- 
cial problems,” but rather, they were 
magnified by previous controversy in 
the district. 

While crunching numbers occupied 
a good portion of Cooper’s time, an- 
other daily task throughout his first 
year was the management of the 
close-to-completed construction of 
the new high school as well as im- 
provements at the district’s three other 
buildings. Despite the fact that -he 
missed the planning stages, and that 
all projects remained essentially on- 


schedule throughout the year, Cooper 
still found himself in the position of 
being required to make decisions on 
a daily basis throughout its progress. 
“My role become overseer of the 
project,” Cooper said. “At that point 
in a project, decisions have to be made 
immediately.” His responsibility lay, 
he said, in keeping the scope of the 
project in line with the philosophy 
that “we want quality, we want to be 
under budget, but we also want the 
building done.” 

With crews getting down to the fi- 
nal details, the big issue now is tim- 
ing, with school staff already mov- 
ing supplies into certain areas of the 
building. Cooper and his administra- 
tive staff completed their move into 
the old middle school building, now 
being used primarily for early child- 
hood education, earlier this month.
